TRUST OF THIEVES, 


European Travelers Looted of Many 
Milllons of Dollars, 
Berlin.—After months of investiga- 
tion in collaboration with the police 
of every big European city, the author- 
ities here, aided by the secret police, 
have uncovered a thieves’ trust, which 
in a few years has obtained more 
than $2,000,000 from travelers, From 
one victim alone the gang secured 
$120,000 in jewels. He was M. Pey- 
reuse, a French jeweler, und was rob- 
bed in the Grand hotel, Genoa, in 

July, 1908, 

Srosures show that the or- 
ganization had a porfect system, was 
run on business principles and paid 
a yearly dividend. Men and womeu 
were in the scheme, Every hotel in 
Europe was carefully watched, Ori- 
ental tourist points were also. work- 
ed, even Catro being included, 

The leader was formerly a chim- 
ney sweep, who for several years has 
operated from Berlin headquarters. 
Tiring of the dullness of hls provin- 
celal birthplace in central Germany, 
the sweep turned burglar, He secured 
several recruits and finally formed a 
thieves’ trust, heading a staff of 30 
men and women, 

From the central office in Berlin 
the members of the gang were told 
of various districts, each being held 
responsible for a good showing In his 
territory. A permanent agent was 
maintained in Paris, who telephoned 
{n code information, particularly in 
reference to the movements of jewel- 
ers. It was in this way that the Pey- 
reuse robbery was planned, 

Once a year the gang met at Nice, 
where a dividend was declared, the 
year’s work reviewed, and that of the 
next twelve months mapped out. Most
